Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Altman. 

Altman disclose a method for stimulating angiogenesis by employing a 
delivery system in the form of a catheter which is inserted into heart wall muscle (see 
Abstract; col. 10, col. 43-45; figure 1 1 ; col. 12, lines 10-13). The catheter may be 
inserted into the muscle and seals the connection (see figures 7, 9, and 13). Insertion 
of a plurality of bodies within the muscle is accomplished through delivery of particles as 
in Figure 18. Insertion of any material into the muscle will cause an inflammatory 
reaction and this characteristic is inherent to penetration of any tissue. The flexible coil 
of figure 7 is dimensionally adapted for implantation within the muscle The instant 
claims are anticipated by Altman.
